DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-13, 15-28, 30-43 and 45 are allowed over the Prior Art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reasons 
for allowance of all independent claims is the recitation of the particular limitations and/or 
method steps regarding the controlling of the draw rates of first and second portions, in 
particular, decreasing or increasing the draw rate continuously (emphasis added) during the first 
or second draw portions in a step-wise manner. None of the Prior Art teach the 
increase/decrease of the draw rate, continuously.
